CRG, 
which has fought the cardroom with 
unrelenting tenacity since it was 
approved by city voters by anarrow 
margin, would also have an appeal 
in this case. 

Mayor Good, while he antici- 
pated the move, didnot seem happy. 

“They had to throw another iron 
in the fire so to speak,” Good said.

“Tt’s not a surprise,” said City 
Attorney Robert Zweben.

The suit stems from the highly- 
debated action taken by the council 
in January, when it waived the “drop 
dead date” of Feb. 1, 1997, in the 
development agreement, at which 
point the cardroom project would 
have, well, dropped dead. The coun- 
cil authorized City Administrator 
Daren Fields to sign an Administra- 
tive Implementation Memorandum, 
which mutually waived the date and 
breathed new life into the much- 
debated, long-belated cardroom 
project. 

As is usual for the issue, the 
hearing caused much rancor among 
the pro- and anti-cardroom camps, 
and drew more than 100 people,

who packed the council chambers 
and spilled into the City Hall lobby.

ALBANY — With the belief 
that an ounce of prevention 
could be worth many pounds of 
cure, Albany residents are 
strapping in and getting ready 
to ride out the Big One as part 
of the city’s cutting-edge 
Earthquake Preparedness 
Program (EQPP). 

As the theme for this year’s 
Earthquake Preparedness 
Month, the all-volunteer group 
will forgo the usual earthquake 
drills in favor of a new, but 
equally important bit of 
prevention. EQPP members, 
who have installed the program 
on more than two-thirds of city 
blocks, have set the lofty goal 
of strapping in every water 
heater in town. 

“We strongly believe that 
you can be prepared for 
earthquakes,” says Doug 
Donaldson, who has co-chaired 
the group for the past two 
years, “We believe that there 
are things you can do to 
prepare.” 

While other aspects of 
earthquake prevention, includ- 
ing storage of food, water, 
tools, medical supplies and fire 
extinguishers have done 
anything but fall by the way- 
side, this year’s focus seeks to 
remove what could be one of 
the greatest hazards to Albany

homes during the next quake. 

Imagine that the Big One hit 
tomorrow. There is a very good 
chance that there would be no 
water, no power, and that the 
city’s 20-member fire department 
would be unable to respond to 
every emergency at once. 

Under the darkened skies of a 
world without electricity (or 


hopefully darkened, at least, for 
fire is always a major hazard), 
city residents might have to 
provide for themselves for a time. 
While knowing one’s neighbors, 
and where to go for help, could 
prove a valuable asset, strapping 
in one’s water heater could prove 
to be even more valuable. 
According to Donaldson, water

EL CERRITO — About 50 
people attended a panel discus- 
sion of the Draft Environmental 
Impact Report on development 
plans for the Del Norte BART 
station and its environs April 2. 
The meeting was co-sponsored 
by Sustainable El Cerrito and the 
local chapter of the Sierra Club. 

Traffic congestion and park- 
ing concerns have raised ques- 
tions about the proposal among a 
number of neighboring residents. 
Though the meeting was oriented 
toward information-sharing on 
the report, two members of the 
panel raised their own concerns 
in different areas: the visual im- 
pact of the project and, especially, 
its relationship to the transit sta- 
tion around which it will be built. 

SEC was formed, in part, to 
advocate for community-enhanc- 
ing development in El Cerrito; 
members have a strong interest in 
plans that enhance the quality of 
life, that provide well for pedes- 
trians, bicyclists and transit rid- 
ers, as they also provide for mo- 
torists, and that make good use of

land resources with the future in 
mind, as well as the present. 

The Sierra Club has had a long 
history of interest in transit-based 
development. 

The DEIR responds to proposals 
from developer Charles Oewel to 
construct a large theater/retail com- 
plex, a mixed-use residential/ com- 
mercial unit and increased parking 
spaces in the area. Oewel was in the 
audience and answered several 
questions, as did City Planner Ed 
Phillips, who was also in the audi- 
ence. 

The panel itself was composed 
of residents who are members of 
SEC and/ or the Sierra Club and 
have studied the report in some 
depth. Members used graphics and 
overheads to describe various as- 
pects of the project and projected 
impacts in all the areas covered by 
the DEIR, from air quality impacts 
to increased traffic. 

Two members also shared per- 
sonal insights into the report. 

In his presentation, for example, 
SEC leader Steve Price shared what 
he characterized as “criticisms” in 
the report referring to negative vi- 
sual impact. He referred to the 


“block walls” of the theater-re- 
tail center, that the theater as 
proposed would loom “large in 
the landscape,” that the project 
would “obscure the station” and 
that the residential portion of the 
project is designed as a “large, 
monolithic structure,” without an 
“interesting pedestrian path” in 
front of it. 

He referred to his disappoint- 
ment with the proposal in terms 
of its relationship to BART and 
noted that the Sierra Club’s trans- 
portation committee preferred 
not to take a stand on the project 
until the DEIR was released. 

Price believes pedestrians ex- 
iting from BART will “see lanes 
and lanes of buses” and will not 
find “walkways leading to any- 
thing in the project.” 

In Europe and Japan, he said, 
once you’ re in the transit station, 
you’ re in the commercial center. 

Price also warned against 
“wasting such a valuable BART 
site” if good transit connections 
are not made and the project ends 
up being heavily motorist-ori-

City strikes 
astrologers’ 
fingerprint 
ordinance

ALBANY — In a short, quiet 
meeting strangely devoid of public 
comment, the city council took a 
first step Monday night toward hon- 
oring the wishes of the Association 
for Astrological Networking. 

With Police Chief Larry Murdo 
nowhere to be found, the council 
voted 4-0, with Councilmember 
Peggy Thomsen absent, to amend 
the city’s fortune telling ordinance, 
striking a would-be requirement that 
all license applicants be finger- 
printed. The move comes in the 
wake of a lawsuit filed by AFAN 
last fall challenging the ordinance 
on the basis that it violates 
astrologer’s right to free speech. 

The lawsuit stems from a 3-2 
vote by the previous council to re- 
tain a fingerprinting requirement in 
the ordinance last summer. The 
council was reviewing the ordinance 
because AFAN members objected 
to fingerprinting, to a $700 fee re- 
quirement and to the words “for- 
tune telling,” saying they preferred 
the more inclusive “alternative 
counseling and consulting.” 

While the previous council, 
which took up the matter twice, at 
first seemed inclined to strike the 
fingerprinting requirement, on sec-

Be prepared this Saturday! 


Editor: 

April 12 is Earthquake Preparedness Day. This 
year, EQPP (Albany’s volunteer Earth Quake 
Preparedness Program) is conducting a city-wide 
drive to strap every water heater in town. 

‘ Falling water heaters pose a major fire danger for 
wood-frame houses in an earthquake. Many resi- 


. dents and landlords have already taken care of this 


*““fazard and are well-strapped (though in some cases 
they are discovering that an older strapping job 
needs to be upgraded: the new codes require two 


straps, not just one). But for those who haven’t 


gotten strapped yet — and that is still hundreds of 
houses in Albany, any one of which could burn 
down a whole block — EQPP is providing a unique 
opportunity to get this take care of. 

« Every Saturday through the 12th of April, in the 
basement of the Community Center from 9 - 10 
a.m., volunteers are being trained how to strap a 
“water heater. (It is not hard — you don’t have to be 
super-handy, nor super-strong!). 
«= Meanwhile, on every block we are surveying to 
see which houses still need their heaters strapped, 
and we are setting up appointments for teams to 
come in and do them. The cost is minimal (materials 
usually come to less than $20 — and the labor is 
free! In some cases, blocks can even provide the 
materials free of charge too). 

The response has been terrific. Almost a hundred 
people so far have come in to be trained, and we 
expect many more up to and including April 12. 
Heaters are being strapped all over town — and 
Albany is becoming daily a little safer and better 
prepared. We are hoping that other cities in Califor- 
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nia will follow our example. 

Equally important, neighbors are getting to know 
and look out for each other. Here in the Bay Area, 
we don’t raise barns together — but we can organize 
so that neighbors are ready to take care of one 
another in an emergency (or even just hang out 
together once in a while!). 

Finally, as another way to prepare for “The Big 
One,” we are asking everyone to prepare a utilities- 
free dinner on April 12 — pretend for a few hours 
that you have no running water, no gas or electricity 
(and you can’t eat out!). You can do it on your own 
or turn it into a block party.

Albany should delay construction of its new 
middle school until the high school is finished.

We would like to ask everyone 
living in Albany: ARE YOU 
STRAPPED? If not, please 
consider getting strapped! 
Albany’s Earthquake Prepared- 
ness Program (EQPP), of which 
we are co-chairs, will strap your 
water heater for free (we ask only 
that you pay for materials, usually 
$20 or less). 

Earthquake Preparedness Day 
is April 12, and EQPP’s goal is to 
strap every water heater in town 
by the end of that day. In the 
event of an earthquake, an 
unstrapped or inadequately 
strapped heater can fall over, 
causing water damage, or even 
fire. Fires after an earthquake can 
cause more damage than the 
quake itself. If your water heater 
isn’t strapped, or if you’re not 
sure if it’s strapped properly, just 
call your block captain, or Doug 
Donaldson at 524-4835, to 
schedule a visit from trained 
volunteers to strap it. 

At the end of the day on April 
12, why not join your neighbors 
in a Quake & Bake Dinner? 
Pretend there was an earthquake 
three days before, and you have 
used up all the perishable food in 
the house. Go through your 
earthquake supplies and see what 
kind of meal you could prepare if 
you have no water, gas, electricity 
or telephone, or get together with 
your neighbors and plan a no- 
utilities potluck dinner.

We also recommend a fecal occult 
blood test (FOBT) every year from 
age SO on, or earlier if a relative had 
colorectal cancer. The fecal occult 
blood test is a simple test you can do 
at home. It checks for nonvisible blood 
in the stools, one sign of polyps or 
cancer. However, the test isn’t fool- 
proof—bleeding can be caused by 
other problems such as hemorrhoids, 
and not all colorectal cancers cause 
bleeding. 

While it’s very important to get 
screened for cancer regularly, preven- 
tion is just as important and you can 
do a lot to prevent colorectal cancer. 
The most important thing? Eat healthy. 
Cut out the fats and eat more fruits, 
grains, and vegetables. They’re loaded 
with fiber, the part of plants that give 
them structure. Our bodies can’t absorb 
the fiber we eat, and that means the 
fiber moves quickly through our 
intestines. Along the way, fiber helps 
keep the colon clean and speeds the 
removal of any toxins in our foods, 
thus cutting our risk of colon cancer. 

Get some exercise, too. A brisk half- 
hour walk at least three or four times a 
week may help prevent colon cancer. 
Exercise reduces stress, which may help, 
and like fiber, it speeds waste, and any 
toxins it contains, through the colon.

She's off to the 
rescue of German 
short-haired pointers 


: There are dog lovers who love 
dogs and enjoy and love them as 
pets. And there are dog lovers 
who so love the dogs that they 
dedicate themselves to their 
continued care, saving them from 
shelters and homes. Laura Hansen 
is‘one of the latter. And she does 
it in a way that I had not heard of 
before, but which I find fascinat- 
ing. 

Laura Hansen is a breed 
rescuer. And almost all of the 
various dog breeds have their 
rescuers. Laura’s is the German 
short-haired pointer. And she is 
just the rescuer for the East Bay. 
There are two in the North Bay 
and in the South Bay, and one 
each in Redding, Sacramento and 
Fresno, plus, I am sure, others in 
Southern California and beyond. 

When you visit Hansen you 
find her dining room is dedicated 
to Heidi, her own German short- 
haired, and to however many she 
has rescued and is still working 
on. 

Not only does she rescue, but 
she treats the dogs, taming them if 
they have become wild through 
neglect, housebreaking them if 
they have been kept in cages in 
back yards, and otherwise making 
them adoptible. She calls it 
“socializing” the dogs. 

German short-haired pointers 
are hunting dogs, and some 
owners keep them for that use 
only. But, Laura tells us, they are 
sweet, lovable pets, and most of 
the people keep them as house- 
hold pets. 

They are large dogs, which 
makes me admire Hansen even 
more, for she handles her present 
three firmly and lovingly, with 
little trouble, other than the fact 
that they are making her dining 
room almost unusable for the 
purpose for which it was planned. 

She laughs as she points out 
the small rugs thrown over the 
carpeting in an almost vain 
attempt at keeping said carpeting 
clean and unspotted. Almost 
always, she says, wryly, if a dog 


cannot control itself or isn’t 
housebroken, it finds a spot 
beneath throw rugs. Naturally. 

Hansen’s name and telephone 
number are in the files at all of 
the shelters, pounds and humane 
societies as a rescuer of GSP. It is 
also in such places at Petco and 
pet stores, veterinarian offices, 
wherever people might mention 
an orphaned or lost GSP.

She receives calls constantly. 
And she is so careful and eager to 
save every dog she can, that the 
organization of rescuers has given 
her an award for her work. 

Not that this is Laura’s only 
job. This is really her hobby. Her 
real work is in clinical research, 
which she has been doing for over 
40 years. She is only working at it 
part-time now, but she can’t leave 
it altogether. 

“T have always loved research. 
I enjoy it, and have worked at it 
since I was 20 years old. My life 
has been geared to work since that 
time.” 

Obviously Laura Hansen is a 
woman who is passionate about 
her interests, and makes them a 
very important part of her life. 
For she speaks of her work in 
research and her rescue of 
German short-haired pointers 
with the same excitement and 
dedication. 

Her articles and stories of some 
of her rescues and the subsequent 
adoptions often appear in the 
newsletters of the GSP. It is fun 
to read them, since she speaks of 
the animals as one would speak of 
human friends. 

For instance, one which she 
called “The Rescue of No. 99”

begins: “The handsome liver/roan 
young man was rescued from the 
Solano County Pound in Fairfield 
— an unclaimed stray about 2.5 
years old. He was a wiry little 
guy, strong, friendly, affectionate, 
full of energy — and a complete 
‘Know nothing.’ He proved to be 
extremely intelligent and eager to 
learn and rapidly mastered the 
‘heel,’ ‘sit,’ ‘down,’ and ‘stay’ 
commands.” 

The story, or course, continues 
into the meeting of #99 and the 
couple who finally adopted him. 
And that is another thing Hansen 
talks about with fervor: the 
wonderful people who adopt the 
dogs. “Very Special People,” she 
calls them. It was one of these 
“very special people” who called 
me about Laura Hansen. She 
called Laura “an angel.” 

Hansen also talks about the 
cooperation among various 
rescuers. For instance, she says, if 
someone likes the dog, but feels 
he/she really doesn’t want a big 
dog, she can give them the name 
of someone on another list who 
rescues smaller breeds. 

“People have been rescuing 
dogs ever since there were 
animals and animal lovers,” she 
tells us. Breed rescue groups 
started with greyhounds. The 
greyhound careers are so short, 
and their racing days are over so 
soon. 

The rescuers began with those 
dogs too old to race, who would 
have been destroyed had they not 
been rescued. She speaks of 
Dorothy Carter, a golden retriever 
Rescuer as a pioneer. 

How did she start? When the 
German short-haired people 
decided to start a rescue program. 
“T thought German short-haireds 
are not that popular. There would 
only be a few dogs a year. I can 
do that.” And she adds, “it turned 
out to be so much more than 
that!” 

Heidi, her own GSP is “very 
special.” She is going to be eight 


years old, and is very definitely 
the dog of the house. However, 
she has never shown any jealousy 
when other dogs are taken into 
her home (more than 50 during 
the last five-and-a-half years). 

Laura’s eyes are a little wistful 
as she says, “I would like to have 
one at atime, but it never works 
that way.” Frequently there are as 
many as five at a time. 

“By working together, that’s 
how we can place so many dogs,” 
she says, returning to her theme. 

She tells of a truck driver who 
read the ad she had placed about a 
dog. He contacted her from his 
home in the valley, and she called 
the rescuer in Northern Califor- 
nia, and dog and man found each 
other and, happily, adopted each 
other. 

And that is the other thing that 
the rescuers do. They make sure 
that the new foster family or 
adoptive family are right for the 
dog. 

“That’s why I write the stories 
about the adoptions,” she says. “I 
want to show that these are pets, 
and being loving animals, require 
love from their owners.” 

Laura Hansen, a GSP rescuer, 
is certainly a loving foster parent 
for the dogs she rescues and then 
finds just the right homes. She has 
sacrificed vacations and travel to 
take care of the dogs. And she 
loves every moment of it. 

Thank you, Chris Kofitz, for 
calling me about Laura Hansen. 
She told me about your own 
happy experience in finding and 
adopting a German short-haired. 
I understand your enthusiasm. 
And, as usual, I invite all of you 
to give me your input: interesting 
people, events, activities, organi- 
zations, travel, etc. Write to me at 
555 Pierce St., #443, Albany 
94706 or call 525-4585.

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Perata lobbies for East Bay in Sacramento

Perata was 
probably the most frequently avail- 
able spokesman on the ultimately 
unsuccessful negotiations then and 
the successful effort in 1995, even 
though he wasn’t directly involved 
in talks and there was grumbling 
that his high profile was primarily 
an effort to increase his public vis- 
ibility. 

He received more criticism after 
he was given a healthy month-to- 
month contract to sell club seats 
and luxury boxes for the faltering 
football marketing effort in 1996,

for his less-than-stellar sales record. 

Contacts were lined up and re- 
ferred to the marketing association, 
only to receive no follow-up, he 
said, 

“Tt was like the amateur hour 
there,” he said. “I didn’t know a lot, 
but I knew just enough to know I 
didn’t know” how to make the situ- 
ation work. 

Perata likes what he sees of new 
marketing chief Richard Rogers, 
and thinks the effort can be sal- 
vaged. Government needs to hire a 
strong CEO to run the Coliseum 
and leave its selection alone, he 
said. 

Sports, as well, ties in with 
Perata’s economic development 
theme. He said the state is looking 
into establishing a sports authority 
to determine what teams should be 
where and “help local cities pay for 
the bricks and mortar.” 

Similar authorities in New Jer- 
sey, Florida and Colorado are being 
studied. Each of those states has a 
fraction of the teams Californiahas, 
but Perata believes that’s all the 
more reason to consider the idea 
here.

NEAT teams prepare for 
Saturday’s quake drills 


April is Earthquake Prepared- 
ness Month, To test our skills, on 
Saturday, April 12, El Cerrito will 
join other Bay Area communities 
and participate in a Community 
Earthquake Drill. 

The captains of the Neighbor- 
hood Emergency Preparedness 
Teams (NEAT) met last week to 
prepare for the drill. NEAT teams 
throughout El Cerrito will partici- 
pate in the earthquake drill and prac- 
tice skills such as search and res- 
cue, first aid and CPR, and test their 
supplies, as well as their buddy sys- 
tem. 

The NEAT program is a way for 
your neighborhood to come together 
to learn how to be prepared for the 
inevitable earthquake on the Hay- 
ward fault and other emergencies. 
One of the NEAT teams found their 
skills made a difference during the 
1995 floods. 

A program of the El Cerrito Fire 
Department, the NEAT program has 
grown every year since its incep- 
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tion. One of the first neighborhoods 
to come together as a NEAT team 
was west El Cerrito. As a residen- 
tial area west of the I-80 freeway, 
with a fair number of senior citi- 
zens, a core group of citizens asso- 
ciated wit St. Peter CME Church 
felt it was important to be prepared, 
should the freeway collapse and cut 
their neighborhood off from city 
services. 

That neighborhood NEAT team 
has since seen more and more neigh- 
borhoods in El Cerrito form a NEAT 
team. With the El Cerrito Fire De- 
partment service contract with 
Kensington, the NEAT program 
was introduced to Kensington and 
has been growing ever since. 

Working together as a team, 
neighbors learn how to be prepared 
in the case of an emergency, be it 
earthquake, wildfire, flood or other 
disaster. Classes teach neighbors 
how to strap the water heater, turn 
off the gas and electric power and 
retrofitthe house. NEAT teams learn 
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the ingredients for neighborhood 
and individual supply stores that 
will allow them to be self-sufficient 
for at least 72 hours. é 
Immediately after a disaster, pub- 
lic safety disaster crews will be re- 
sponding to the critical areas of the 
disaster and emphasis will be on 
stabilizing hospitals and otheremer- 
gency centers. Getting to know your

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_ “The fans are very poorly served 
under the current system,” he said. 
“They are a huge economic asset. 

“Should the A’s stay in Oakland 
or move to Sacrameato? I know it’s 
heresy for me to say, but if it comes 
to that, it’s better that they stay in 
California than move elsewhere.” 
He wants the A’s to stay, he was 
quick to add. “We have three fran- 
chises here and I’d like to keep 
them.” 

But efforts such as a new foot- 
ball stadium in Los Angeles (which 
lost the Raiders to Oakland and the 
Rams to St. Louis) or one in San 
Francisco, which is already meet- 
ing steep opposition, may need more 
than local support to be realized, 
Perata said. 

“The 49ers should stay in San 
Francisco,” he said. “For us not to 
recognize that is foolish. But (San 
Francisco Mayor) Willie Brown 
may need help beyond his borders 
to pull it off.” 

With the establishment of an au- 
thority, laws could be written, juris- 
dictions removed and the state could 
“work in partnership with local cit- 
ies to help underwrite bonds. Maybe 
we could put a surcharge on all 
entertainment tickets in California,” 
including national destinations such 
as Disneyland, he said. 


Mayor 
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neighbors, building response skills 
and having the supplies to be self- 
sufficient will increase chances of 
survival and lessen injuries during 
those first critical hours. 

A great by-product of the NEAT 
program is getting to know your 
neighbors. Learning to watch out 
for one another strengthens neigh- 
borhood safety and adds to an over- 
all sense of neighborhood.

Group yard sales, that often finance 
the purchase of neighborhood safety 
supplies, are another way to get to 
know yourneighbors and build com- 
munity. 

Captain Dave Gibson was the 
first El Cerrito Fire Department li- 
aison to the NEAT program. Cap- 
tain Doug Brown currently heads 
up the program, with assistance from 
other members of the fire depart- 
ment. As with so many programs in 
El Cerrito, the untiring, dedicated 
efforts of a volunteer have made all 
the difference in the NEAT 
program’s success to date. 

Volunteer coordinator, Pat 
Caften, has been instrumental in 
expanding the program, organizing 
and coordinating the many classes 
and meetings of NEAT team cap- 
tains and, of course, coordinating 
the upcoming drill. Thanks Pat for 
a yeowoman’s job.

The total cost of purchasing the 
Cray T3E supercomputer and up- 
grading it to a “900” is $24 million. 

Early users of Berkeley Lab’s 
Cray T3E are seven teams of scien- 
tists at various national laboratories 
and universities tackling challenges 
such as treating nuclear waste, un- 
derstanding the human genome, 
understanding quarks and gluons 
and other exotic forms of matter 
formed in the wake of the “Big 
Bang.” 

The computing center, estab- 
lished in 1974, provides high per- 
formance and computing and net- 
working services to the Department 
of Energy’s research programs at 
national laboratories, universities 
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The National Energy Research 
Scientific Computing Center has 
announced an agreement with Cray 
Research to create the most power- 
ful unclassified computer in the 
country in Berkeley. 

The agreement calls for upgrad- 
ing the center’s 160-processor Cray 
T3E supercomputer to a 512 pro- 
cessor T3E-900 model. 

Located at the Ernest Orlando 
Lawrence Berkeley National Labo- 
ratory, the computing center is home 
to five other Cray supercomputers 
and will have acombined computa- 
tional capacity of 500 gigaflops once 
the new machine goes on line next 
summer.

emotion-fraught day in the life of 
the dysfunctional Tyrone family. 
Misbegotten describes a subsequent 
night in the life of the alcoholic 
elder Tyrone brother, Jamie, fol- 
lowing the death of his beloved 
morphine-addicted mother, fore- 
shadowing his ultimate 
self-destruct.

SF Ballet shines at Zellerbach Auditorium

In the first of its two-week Berkeley sea- 
son the San Francisco Ballet brought “‘some- 
thing old, something new” to Zellerbach Audi- 
torium last week. The adventurous program- 
ming featured two works: Mark Morris’ 1988 
ballet, Drink to Me Only With Thine Eyes, 
originally created for American Ballet Theatre, 
the New York company then under thedirection 
of Mikhail Baryshnikov, and the Romantic bal- 
let, La Sylphide, choreographed in 1836 by 
August Bournonville for the Royal Danish Bal- 
let. 

For the experienced and critical viewer, the 
program posed the question of style, a problem 
which often arises when older ballets are re- 
vived. The recent visit of the Paris Opera Ballet 
Ensemble, bringing even more diverse reper- 
tory, reopened this issue. In the case of the 
Parisians, Bournonville came off better than 
Balanchine. With San Francisco Ballet, it was 
Morris who took the honors. 


It is no wonder that the French dancers, °. 


trained at the same theatre that gave rise to the 
Romantic Ballet in the mid-1830s, would ab- 
sorb some of that delicate and subtle style from 
their very environment, let alone from the train- 
ing they receive, handed downasitis by a series 
of ballet masters informed by similar aesthetics. 
It would also be hard to expect these same 
dancers to interpret the Balanchine style, with 


its speed, clarity and largesse, equally well. 


The SF Ballet dancers, technically brilliant

as they are, have the reverse problem. Adept and 
experienced at performing Balanchine and other 
contemporary choreography, they lack the refine- 
ment of the Romantic style (delicately bent arms, 
arabesques that “lean on the air,” softly held hands)

and, particularly important in Bournonville, the 
pantomimic skills required. These are attributes 
that require years of training. They do not come 
easily, nor quickly. 

This by no meansis to say that the production 
is uninteresting or badly done. Quite to the 
contrary. It is beautifully designed (sets and 
costumes by Jose Varona, lighting by Sara 
Linnie Slocum), faithfully reconstructed by the 
company’s artistic director, Helgi Tomasson, 
himself a former student of the celebrated Pan- 
tomime Theatre in Copenhagen and alumnus of 
the Joffrey, Harkness and New York City Ballet 
companies, and proficiently danced (on Satur- 
day night) by Katita Waldo as The Sylph, Ro- 
man Rykin (James), Jason Davis (Gurn) and 
Sherri LeBlanc (Effy). The San Francisco Bal- 
let Orchestra, conducted by Denis de Coteau, 
brought Herman Lovenskjold’s charming score 
to life. 

What is missing, however, is the soul of the 
story. Never once were we moved by the unfor- 
tunate encounter between a young man (James) 
and an ethereal spirit who seduces him away 
from his sweet young fiancee (Effy), only to 
tragically be killed by his forbidden mortal 
embraces. In the end James is left forlorn and 
rejected, watching as the Sylph is magically 
borne to heaven and Effy and Gurn, still firmly 
on earth, joyfully march off to be married. 

Although the story seems corny today — 
indeed, there were several moments when the

lighting designer Rick Martin, 
sound designer Robby MacLean, 
and anensemble of fourenormously 
versatile actors (Bahati Bonner, 
Tommy A. Gomez, Gabriel 
Sebastian and Rebecca Wink). 

Rick Martin has transformed the 
Aurora’s intimate space at the Ber- 
keley City Club from its usual el- 
egance and decorum to a bawdy 
red, white and blue cell, walls plas- 
tered with flyers containing targets, 
streamers hanging from the ceiling, 
a gigantic American flag draped 
over a _ blood-red painted 
mantlepiece, and a blue floor coy- 
ered with chalk outlines of bodies. 
Just to remind us of our collective 
heritage, portraits of George Wash- 
ington and Abraham Lincoln are 
nestled in the niches above the doors. 

Costume designer Anna Oliver 
wisely chose to limit the wardrobe 
to a basic navy blue jumpsuit uni- 
form, donned by each actor after 
their raucous entrance as chattering 
primates. Characters are fleshed out 
with the addition of simple acces- 
sories. The production is further 
enhanced by the skillful selection 
of props, particularly the assort- 
ment of guns and rifles, mercifully 
not one of which is actually used 
(Marjorie Glicksman and Patsy 
Mote were responsible for proper- 
ties). 

Despite its many scenes, the play 
moves along swiftly, maintaining a 
high level of energy. The quartet of 
actors excel in comic moments, of 
which there are many. Occasion- 
ally the pace lags in more serious 
scenes, mostly due to the audience’s 
need to recover and breathe a little. 
Without a narrative line, and with 
each scene being its own self-con- 
tained unit, itis difficult to not favor 
certain “stories” over others. 

Higgins has been faithful to his 
wish to show many sides of the 
issue. Even the most hard-core lib-

eral can empathize with the two 
housewives (Bonner and Wink) who 
kill prospective intruders, lament- 
ing afterward that their neighbors 
and their childrens’ friends now call 
them “murderers.” On the other 
hand, it would be difficult to have 
any sympathy for the cynical, hard- 
hearted ad executive (Rebecca 
Wink) who considers the clever- 
ness of her copy more important 
than the message it conveys or the 
product it is trying to sell. 

The tale of “Moonglow” deliy- 
ered a particularly timely punch. 
An interview with 9-year-old 
“Sheila” (Bonner), a resident of 
Chicago’s notorious Cabrini Green 
housing project, relates a story the 
girl wrote about a magical merry- 
go-round horse who promises to 
come with all his horse companions 
to fly Sheila and her friends away to 
the moon where they will be much 
happier — shades of Heaven’s Gate! 

Many other memorable charac- 
ters come to life in the course of the 
play: the father (Tommy A. Gomez) 
and son (Gabriel Sebastian), whose 
relationship throughout their lives 
revolves around guns; the self-righ- 
teous school teacher (Rebecca 
Wink) conducting aclass in “Tradi- 
tional Values 101” in which she 
attempts to teach gang members the 
etiquette of dueling, reminding them 
to prepare their death speeches in 
advance as “improvised dying 
words tend to be ambiguous and 
grammatically incorrect;” and 
George and Martha Washington 
(Sebastian and Bonner). 

As always, the Aurora Theatre 
is providing audiences with thought- 
provoking entertainment master- 
fully presented. The play continues 
through April 27 at the Berkeley 
City Club, located at 2315 Durant. 
Performances take place Wednes- 
days through Saturdays at 8 p.m. 
and Sundays at 2 p.m. To reserve 
tickets call 843-4822.

tracks,” not only because of their 
relative poverty but also because 
their mother has no social life at 
all.

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The Mayor Of Telegraph Avenue: The day 
after Moe Moskowitz, the eponymous owner of 
Moe’s Books, died, the other book stores on 
Telegraph were draped in mourning. 

“So long, old friend,” read the sign in the window 
at Shakespeare’s Books across the street. 

“Without Moe, Shambala booksellers would not 
exist. Thanks again, Moe, we’ll miss you,” read the 
sign next door at Shambala. 

Up the street at Cody’s, the window featured 
Steve Rubenstein’s beautiful article in the Chronicle. 
And right in front Moe’s own store, two naked 
people were curled up, sadly embracing each other 
and playing low, mournful dirges on their diggery- 

dos. 

“Moe would have loved it!” said longtime Moe’s 
staffer Matthew Wong. “Especially the naked 
people!” 

Indeed he would. In fact, wherever he is now, I’m 
sure he’s kicking himself for missing the party. 

People think of Moe as a product of the *60s, but 
they couldn’t be more wrong. Moe hated the ’60s — 
at least, its excesses. He’d snort at the more over- 


the-tan tactics af the Peonle’s Park demonstrators. 
(He used to call it “some people’s park. 


But his greatest wrath was reserved for dope 
dealers. Moe was throwing dealers out of his store 
decades before it became fashionable. 

Not for him the self-indulgent posturing and self- 
righteous intolerance of the Baby Boomers. Moe 
came from an earlier generation — a generation that 
prized words and ideas above all. He never could 
fathom why people wanted to befuddle their minds 
with drugs when there were so many good books to 
read, instead. 

And if you loved good books, Moe’s Books was 
— and is — the Mother Church. One of the reason 
other booksellers revered him was that he revolu- 
tionized the used book business. 

He did it by the simple expedient of paying 
decent wages to his staff and giving fair prices to his 
customers for the books they turned in. 

“Tf he ever caught us paying less than the book 
was worth, he’d hit the ceiling,” says Bob Baldock, 
one of the longtime Moe’s staffers who went on to 
found Black Oak Books. “Actually, it turned out to 
be smart business practice in the long run, but Moe 
did it because he thought of the customers as his 
family.” 

And his customers returned the sentiment. Since 
his death, they’ ve been streaming into the store to 
express their condolences and sign the guest book: 

“Oh the terror and thrill of selling back books and 
seeing Moe behind the counter! But he always 
bought everything I had, the whole time steeping the 
conversation with whatever was filling his mind at 
the moment.” — Scott 

“Moe, I had a mild crush on you for 17 years. 
Something about the way you whistled “Honey- 
suckle Rose’ when you were in a good mood.” — 
MLL. 

“T had a credit slip for $88, but somebody stole 
my wallet. When I told Moe about it, he wrote out 
another $88 credit slip, just on my word. Thanks, 
Moe!” — Chris J. 

“T could always count on going in, with nothing 
in particular on my list, and coming out with some 
new, exciting book in hand, possibly by an author 
I’d never read before. I’ve since graduated from Cal, 
and I no longer live in Berkeley, but one institution 
that keeps bringing me back is his store. In sympa- 
thy, Matt Geis” 

“Part of my own history has come to an end, 
Moe. I’ll mourn for both of us.” — Marilyn 

One of the things that made Moe Moe was the 
fact that he was such a soft touch for the down-and- 
out. “Even when he knew they were scamming him, 
he’d still give them a handout,” said Wong. 

He also let anyone off the street use the bath- 
room, which tended to make it a tad too funky for 
some people. 

One day, a female customer came up to the 
counter and returned the bathroom key in disgust, 
saying the toilet was too dirty to use. 

Moe was nothing if not earthy, so he started 
teasing her about being uptight over something as 
“natural” as human waste. 

“Let me ask you a question,” the woman said. 
“Do you have any kids? 

“Yes, two,” Moe replied. 

“Well,” said the woman, “maybe if you had 
changed a diaper or two when they were babies, you 
wouldn’t think it was so romantic!” 

Then she wrote a check for her purchase and left. 
The signature on the check: “Ursula Le Guin.” 

On Sunday, April 20, a section of Telegraph 
Avenue will be closed off for a celebration in Moe’s 
memory. There will be a klezmer band and an open 
mike for anyone to share their reminiscences. 

But please, no political harangues. Nothing could 
be less appropriate for a man who was once thrown 
out of the Young Communist League for laughing 
during meetings. 

So long, Moe. We’ll leave the last word with 
Harvey Segal, who owns Shakespeare’s Books 
across the street: “Old booksellers never die; they 
just go out of print.”

ing threat of the heater tipping over and breaking gas 
lines, leading to what could be Albany’s greatest’ 
hazard in an earthquake — fire. 

If fires were to break out, they would not only 
threaten the homes in which they started but also those 
surrounding them. Power lines might be down, block- 
ing roads, and the fire department, which would un- 
doubtedly be overwhelmed with calls, might not be 
able to respond immediately. 4 

The department might also have no water with 
which to fight fires. If a fire were to start in one of 
Albany’s predominantly wood-frame homes, the re- 
sults both for that homeowner and for its neighbors 
could be disastrous. And yet a little prevention, pro- 
vided free by EQPP volunteers this weekend, could 
avert such a catastrophe. 

“The more we learn to diagnose problems, the 
better off we'll be,” says Mark Griffith, a sector co- 
captain who is leading the charge to strap down the 
city’s heaters. “If we’ re ready for it, we ought to be able 
to ride it out.” 


Evolving in 1994 out of the Albany Local Emer- . 


gency Readiness Teams (ALERT) program, EQPP, an 
all-volunteer organization, has grown rapidly over the 
past two years. Now encompassing some 130 of the 
city’s 190 blocks, EQPP appoints blocks captains and 
co-captains, helps neighbors get to know one another 
and seeks to take steps which, if not life-saving, would 
allow city residents to ride out a quake in much better 
shape than if they were not prepared. 

Blocks involved in the program set up search and 
rescue and first-aid teams, find out who among their 
neighbors might need special medical attention, and 
write down where their neighbor’s children go to

ond reading they had a change of heart. 

At the urging of Murdo, who said an ordinance 
sans fingerprinting might lead to city residents being 
bilked out of their money by unscrupulous astrologers 
claiming to be who they were not, the council switched 
directions and voted in favor of fingerprinting, with 
Mayor Bob Good and Councilmembers Thelma Rubin 
and Elizabeth Baker in favor and former Mayor Mike 
Brodsky and Bruce Mast opposed.

Astaff report by City Attorney Robert Zweben, who 
was not present on Monday, stated that if the city 
attempted to fight the lawsuit it “might not result in a 
favorable decision.” 

A pair of attorneys the city hired to deal with the 
matter were present, but were told not to issue any 
comment. 

With the threat of the lawsuit hanging in the air like 
a smell, councilmembers who originally supported

natures for filing. Before a recall election can be 
initiated, Winslow and others passing petitions must 
collect about 3,266 signatures, representing 20 percent 
of El Cerrito’s registered voters. 

The petitions will include the stated charges; they 
will also include a response from La Force of 200 
words or less, if he chooses to file one within seven 
days of April 8, when the notice of intention was filed 
with the city clerk. 

La Force did read a prepared statement of response 
at the council meeting. ; 

In his statement, La Force addressed what he be- 
lieves are the true motives of the “small group” at- 
tempting to recall him. He said that he has “committed 
no crimes,” nor has he “engaged in misfeasance or 
malfeasance of the public trust” or his public office. 

For those reasons, he believes the recall group 
“simply disagrees” with him “and many other people 
in town” on the issues. 

La Force pointed to two specific issues. He believes 
the “real disagreement” is over the choice of develop- 
ers for El Cerrito Plaza. He believes the recall group

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January constituted an amendment to the development 
agreement, as CRG contends, or if it was an addendum 
authorized by the agreement itself, as Zweben said at 
the time. F 

The AIM, according to attorney Anna Shimko, 
who represents the city, was meant to clarify and 
interpret the development agreement as opposed to 
amending it. 

At Good’s request, it acknowledged a permitted 
delay clause and mutually waived the “drop dead date” 
of Feb. 1. 

The first version of the AIM, which the council 
appeared ready to vote against by a 3-2 margin, with 
Good, Thomsen and Ely opposed and Bruce Mast and 
Elizabeth Baker in favor, didnot mention the permitted 
delay clause.

According 
to Brian Crudo, the Fire Department's disaster pre- 
paredness officer, relationships built now could very 
well prove invaluable down the road. : 

“(Residents) are going to have to rely on their 
neighbors,” says Crudo, adding that of the Hayward 
Fault a few miles away were to slip, Albany could be 
looking at a major disaster. “They pretty much know 
each other and could depend on each other.” 

This year’s manifestation of that neighborliness 
has been taking place on Saturdays at the Community 
Center, where EQPP members have been gathering at 
9 a.m. to learn to strap down water heaters. 

Those interested may either show up this Saturday 
to pick up a free kit from the city and learn how to 
install it, or call Donaldson (524-4835) or Crudo (528- 
5770 ext. 434) and have EQPP members install it for 
them. 

“You don’t have to be a master plumber to do it,” 
says Griffith, adding that strapping is not only a good 
preventative measure but is also now state law. ; 

In addition to preventing a very real fire hazard, 
strapping could also leave strappees with a 50-gallon 
supply of clean water to last them through an earth- 
quake. If there was an earthquake, there might be no 
water available to drink, or to wash dishes with, or 
even, God forbid, to flush the toilet. “It immediately 
changes your whole outlook on life,” says Griffith. 


fingerprinting (Good, Baker) swallowed hard and 
passed the new ordinance with one small amendment:

In other racing, the men’s nov- 
ice eight finished second to the 
Huskies, while the women’s nov- 
ice finished third behind both Vir- 
ginia and Washington. The Bears 
men’s JV eight finished a disap- 
pointing fourth in its race, despite 
rowing a strong race in Friday’s 
final. 


Neither the women’s varsity 
nor JV qualified for the grand fi- 
nal in their respective events. The 
varsity finished third in the 
Whittier Cup Petite final Satur- 
day for an overall ninth place fin- 
ish, while the JV finished its re- 
gatta with an overall 11th place 
outcome, after a fifth place per- 
formance in the petite final Sun- 
day morning.

With the drawings com- 
plete, you or your architect will 
still have to put your project out to 
bid and apply for your permit. 


Obtaining permits 


Permitting is the least consis- 


ithe 


tent time element from project to 
project but also one of the more 
predictable ones once you nail 
down what you want to remodel. 

It is worth finding out both the 
process and the time requirements 
for permitting your project before 
proceeding too far with your 
dream. 

Depending on where your 
project is and the size and loca- 
tion of your project, the permit 
process can take anywhere from 
one day to several 
months. 
might find that by 
slightly adjusting 
the scope of your 
project, your per- 
mitting process 
will be signifi- 
cantly simplified. 

You will have 
more control over 
the time it takes to 
complete some of the necessary 
steps towards planning your re- 
model than others. For instance, 
there is little you can do about the 
time it takes to process your build- 
ing permit. 

But you want to be careful about

Take the time to consider the 
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carefully thought 
out before they 


more smoothly. 
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choices you are making as you 
move through the design process 
from overall concept, to definite 
floor plans, to choosing window 
types, cabinets and door hardware. 

Each decision you make builds 
on the previous one. Acting hastily 
may cause you to throw good money 
after bad. 

Remember also that it takes time 
for your design professionals— 
from architects from structural en- 
gineers, to soils engineers—to do 
their work and 
coordinate it 
with one another 
as you make your 
decisions. 

Your profes- 
sionals will want 
to offer you a 
high level of ser- 
vice, but will not 
always be able to 
turn around the 
work needed for your project im- 
mediately due to other projects they 
are working on. 

While it is possible to shorten 
the planning time of your project, 
this will give you less control over 
the final costs and the quality of 
your remodel. You will either rush 
the process, or begin building as 
your are still designing.

In his Berkeley studio, Verdigris 
Copperworks, Kip makes many 
beautiful things—fireplace and 
stove hoods, planter boxes and light 
fixtures, including those that hang 
in Chez Panisse, and he covers ce- 
ramic tiles and doors with copper. 


Anet and I went a little bonkers 
when we saw what was in Kip’s 
studio. “Your living room needs 
copper sconces,” Anet told me ex- 
citedly. “You're right,” Isaid, “And 
I'dlove to have at least one copper- 
covered door.” 


But even as Kip was saying he 
certainly understood my lust for 
copper, I managed to keep my ap- 
petite in check and ordered only the

fireplace front. Now that I can see 
what it does for the whole living 
room, I’ mthinking again about more 
copper. 


When I bought the house, the 
fireplace was covered in black 
marble, giving the room a heavy, 
moody look. Under the marble was 
ted brick, casually mortared, in- 
tended apparently to be covered with 
something. 


For several years I studied the 
fireplace, trying to decide if would 
plaster it over entirely, leave it as it 
was—or what. Then one day in a 
house that was for sale, I saw a 
copper-clad fireplace. It was so 
unusual and so pretty, I began to

picture my fireplace done the same 
way. 

But Ineeded a person to do it and 
I didn’t know where to find one. It 
didn’t occur to me to look in the 
phone book under “coppersmiths” 
or I would have found Kip much 
earlier. As it happened, I went to a 
party at the house of some friends, 
people who have a copper stove 
hood and copper countertop—truly 
spectacular—made by Kip. 

It’s always surprising to me what 
even one, very well-executed ele- 
ment can do to upgrade a room, 
how something of excellent quality 
can make up for anumber of medio- 
cre ones. This is what happened to 
my living room with the addition of 
copper on the fireplace. 

The room has a cabin-like look 
with open ceilings that, like the 
fireplace brick, were not intended 
to be finished surfaces. I find the 
Tustic appearance appealing but I 
had hoped for something more, a 
sort of visual tug, the kind you get 
when patched blue jeans are paired 
with Bruno Magli loafers. 

And now I can see that this is 
possible. The fireplace front is per- 
fect, more perfect than I knew it 
could be. Itis elegant butnot flashy. 
NextI need a mantel, athick wooden 
one, I think, and I happen to know 


the right craftsman to make me one. 

Julian Hodges is a maker of fine 
gates. That’s how I met him; he was 
building a superlative gate of wood 
and metal for a building where I 
was working. Julian is the perfec- 
tionist of perfectionists. It was at 
his party that | saw Kip’s copper 
work, which told me before I’d had 
achance to look at it up close that it 
was excellent. Julian would have 
nothing but. 

Julian is a master with wood, can 
build anything I ask for. He’s al- 
ready picked out an old piece of fir 
for my mantel and now that the 
front is done, he’ll finish the top. 

But I need to decide what I want 
and this can be hard for me. It’s 
always easier for me to identify 
what I like once I’m staring at it, 
and much more difficult to imagine 
whatit will look like ifit doesn’t yet 
exist. 

Ilook ata lot of houses in my job, 
mixed experiences. Sometimes a 
whole house is fabulous—the de- 
sign, materials, colors, furnishings 
all seemingly perfection. And oc- 
casionally I see a specifically won- 
derful something like that first cop- 
per-covered fireplace. Either expe- 
rience is exciting, gratifying, gives 
me much pleasure at the time and 
later in my memory. 
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But there are the inevitable, dis- 
appointing comparisons. I come 
home and am crestfallen that my 
house isn’t as clean, neat, pretty, 
pulled together as some other 
houses. I tell myself that I’m not 
selling. We live in our house and 
may not have picked up or scrubbed 
anything for days. 

My despair is greatest when I’ve 
just been inside a house with beau- 
tifully finished plaster or very high 
quality painting, well-proportioned 
and well-built window and door 
casings, excellently built cabinetry. 
My house has precious few of these. 

One reason for this is that it isn’t 
always easy to find craftsmen like 
Kip and Julian. To have anything 
done well, the right workman is 
required, someone who grasps what 
I want, knows what he’s doing, takes 
pride in his craft. 

This is always, absolutely al- 
ways, I’ve noticed, someone who

The bungalow 


What is abungalow, and how is 
it different from other small houses 
or cottages? What is a Craftsman 
bungalow, and how did this genre 
become the first type of bungalow 
to be imported to California? What 
is a California bungalow, and how 
does it differ from a Craftsman 
bungalow? 

The term bungalow is derived 
from an Anglo-Indian word, 
bungala, sometimes spelled 
bungaloo, which described a par- 
ticular type of rural hut common 
in the Bengal Province of India. 
By the mid-1800s, this term had 
been adopted by the British colo- 
nial residents of India to describe 
the modest, one-story homes 
adapted from vernacular Indian 
residences. 

These accommodations were 
used in British military com- 
pounds, and for rural inns built by 
the British government for visit- 
ing diplomats and travelers. 

By the 1860s, both the word 
bungalow and the type of housing 
it defined had been imported to 
Great Britain, where bungalows 
became a highly popular type of 


residence for the new “garden sub- 
urbs,” and in rural areas through- 
out the British Isles. 

The most accurate definition 
of a bungalow—one which ap- 
plies to all its various styles and 
adaptations in Britain, Canada, 
and the United States—is: a one 
to one-and-a-half story residence 
with a low sloping roofline, and 
some type of porch or verandah 
around the main entrance. 

All bungalows also have a 
simple floor plan with a living 
room anda dining room connected 
to allow a free flow of people and 
air to circulate throughout the in- 
terior. 

A particular style invented in 
England, Craftsman bungalows 
adopted design principles from the 
Arts and Crafts Movement that 
William Morris founded in the 
1860s. Morris and his followers 
sought to replace the “shoddy 
products” of the machine age with 
hand-crafted interior features in- 
spired by medieval craftsmanship. 

They emphasized simplicity 
and believed elements of archi- 
tecture and interior design should 
use motifs in harmony with the 
natural materials they were made 
from. All ornament had to be flat 
rather than creating an illusion of 
depth, it often employed intricate 
geometric patterns. 


The Craftsman bungalow 


The Craftsman bungalow first 
appeared in England around 1870, 
and in 1880 the magazine Ameri- 
can Architect and Building News 
introduced the style to the United 
States. The style first caught on 
along the East Coast, but made its 
appearance in California by the 
later 1880s. All true Craftsman 
bungalows had certain features in 
common, by which they can be 
readily identified today. 


On their exteriors, these homes 
had wide overhanging eaves, with 
exposed or protruding roof beams 
and sometimes rafter tails. They 
also had prominent entry porches 
supported by pillars at the corners, 
usually made of wood or brick. The 
sheathing of these bungalows was 
at least partly composed of wood 
shingles, clapboards, or siding, and 
sometimes a mixture of two or three 
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The California bungalow 


The California bungalow was a 
different breed, though it developed 
as an offshoot of the Craftsman 
bungalow. California bungalows 
first appeared around the mid 1890s, 
and they can be generally described 
as being more related to the Medi- 
terranean styles and heritage of 
Early California than Craftsman

Finally, they mixed one or more 
modern building methods, such as 
concrete foundations, plate-glass 
picture windows, or rows of side- 
by-side “banded” or “ribbon” win- 
dows, with historical motifs, such 
as Colonial-Revival details, Gothic 
arches, or some windows with small 
panes separated with wood lattic- 
ing. 

On their interiors Craftsman bun- 
galows continued the use of his- 
toric motifs, most of them borrowed 
from medieval European or early 
American houses. The ceilings in 
the living room and/or dining room 
had exposed beams, usually “boxed 
beams” as in 17th-century New En- 
gland. 

The walls in one or more rooms 
were lined with wainscoting, or 
wood paneling usually between 
three- and six-feet high. And in the 
living room and/or the dining room, 
there were fireplaces with brick or 
stone facing, usually with a half- 
round Romanesque-style arched 
opening.

Like its cousin the Craftsman 
bungalow, the California bungalow 
also had exposed roof beams and/or 
rafter tails along the eaves, and a 
prominent entry porch supported 
by pillars. In these homes however, 
the columns were almost always 
quite wide or “fat” at the bottom, 
the tapered to a much more narrow 
width at the top, called elephantine 
columns. 


The roofline was usually at a 
lower angle than the Craftsman bun- 
galow, and often appeared nearly 
flat from the street.

distance for approaching vehicles 
and the impact of crosswalks were 
four areas the traffic engineer ex- 
plored in considering a solution for 
the problems reported by residents. 

Struve said the engineer’s report 
places 900 vehicles at the intersec- 
tion driving northbound and 
southbound at peak hours. Twenty 
to 60 cars are trying to cross or to 
turn left from Knott at the same 
time, he said. 

Seven accidents have been re- 
ported in the last four years, none 
involving pedestrians. The traffic 
engineer believes three would have 
been “correctable by the installa- 
tion of a four-way stop.” He also 
finds sight distance for motorists 
looking south on Key “inadequate.” 

As for the installation of cross- 
walks, Struve said it was important 
to place them at locations that are 
the safest for pedestrian travel. Plac- 
ing them anywhere else “could cre- 
ate a false sense of security,” he 
said. 

The traffic engineering study 
cites a traffic study conducted by 
the City of San Diego in recom- 
mending against the installation of 
crosswalks. 

Hundreds of marked and un- 
marked walks were studied. While 
2-1/2 times the pedestrians crossed 
in marked walks, six times as many 
accidents occurred. A similar study 
conducted in Long Beach produced 
the same results. 

“Research suggests that marked 
crosswalks give pedestrians a false 
sense of security,” the report con- 
cludes. 

As aresult, itreads, walks should 
be used to mark out the safest routes 
for pedestrians. 


The feeling, Struve said later, is 
that “if I’m in a crosswalk, surely 
I'll be seen, and I’m not as vulner- 
able to being hit. 


“That doesn’t bear out.” 

At any intersection, marked or 
unmarked, drivers are legally re- 
quired to yield to pedestrians. Some 
intersections, however, are safer 
than others. 


“Tt’s legal to cross there, but we 
don’t want to focus people’s atten- 
tion there when it may not be the 
safest way to cross,” he said. “You 
don’t paint a crosswalk there and 
then hope that discourages them, 
that maybe they’!l walk down to a 
safer crossing place.”

against the installation of a four- 
way stop. The police and fire de- 
partments do not want additional 
stop signs installed, Struve said. In 
addition, the accident history and 
traffic volumes do not meet estab- 
lished warrants. 

The City of El Cerrito has its 
Own warrants, which are “a little 
less stringent” than the state’s, he 
said. The existing stop signs on 
Knott Avenue do meet warrants. 
(“You install the signs for the direc- 
tion of less travel in order to be less 
disruptive to the flow of traffic.””) 

Far more stringent warrants are 
required for traffic signals, he said. 

What staff did recommend was 
the painting of curbs red for 50' on 
the east side of Key and 25' on the 
west side in order to address the 

sight distance issue. 

Many neighboring residents do 
not support the plan. 

Resident Peter Loubal made first 
reference to the proposal during the 
meeting’s public comment period, 
when he requested an extension of 
the council’s three-minute limita- 
tion on speaker comments because 
he had so much to say. Loubal said 
he was representing aneighborhood 
group with the “14 points” he wished 
to share publicly with the council, 

Mayor Norma Jellison denied 
him the extension. When he did 
speak, Loubal stated his agreement 

with a suggestion made by 
Councilmember Gina Brusatorihat 
that installation of coordinated traf- 
fic signals might be considered as a 
preferred solution. 

He is opposed to the creation of 
red zones at the corner and submit- 
ted letters of opposition and a peti- 
tion with about 200 signatures of 
people who agree with him to the 
council. 

He also reported that “the neigh- 
borhood is not happy about having 
people stuck behind stop signs,” 
particularly in that “more pollut- 
ants” would be released into the air 
by idling vehicles, with other wait- 
ing motorists breathing it all in. 

“A stop sign is not necessarily 
the preferred solution,” he said. 

Tworesidents had offered to give 
up their own three-minute privilege 
so that Loubal could have longer to 
speak. After that request was de- 
nied, they made their own pleas to 
the council not to accept staff’ s rec- 
ommendation.

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“significant effect” the delay in land 
sale has had on the Agency’s fi- 
nances. The situation partly results, 
she said, “from the land banking 
strategy (employed) inthe mid-’80s. 

“This has weakened the 
Agency,” she said, adding that the 
situation would “remain tenuous” 
for the Agency until the land is 
finally sold.

She said the intersection is 
blind under any conditions because 
of the curve of the road. 

“The red zone wouldn’thelp vis- 
ibility,” she said. “I don’t see why 
the traffic engineers didn’t see that.” 

Carmina Blocksom has lived on 
Junction Avenue for 33 years. she 
said she now “takes an alternative 
route every time” after having ex- 
perienced consistently unsafe con- 
ditions at the intersection. 

“When people come down the 
crest of the hill, they’re on you 
without notice,” she said. “I wait at 
the stop sign, then pull out when I 
think it’s safe (heading west on 
Knott) and there they are.” 

In response to a question from 
Mayor Norma Jellison, Blocksom 
said her own vehicle had been rear- 
ended several times in such situa- 
tions. 

Fire Chief Steve Cutright had his 
own concerns about the proposal. 
Struve noted those concerns for the 
council as they relate to emergency 
access should long queues of cars 
waiting for stoplights further con- 

gest the street. Councilmember 
Norman La Force asked why that 
concern wouldn’t apply to any other 
intersection of the city just as well. 

“There are times when the fire 
department must use Richmond, 
Elm and Key as alternate routes to 
San Pablo Avenue,” Cutright said 
later, referring to the congested con- 
ditions on San Pablo. “Essentially, 
if we do anything at this point to 
restrict traffic flow, particularly in 
the morning and afternoon peak 
hours, we are going to have prob- 
lems in our response time.” 

(Cutright had told La Force that 
that particular area is already “right 
on the fringe” of the department’s 
six-minute response time.) 

“I’m not saying ‘no stop signs,” 
he continued. “I’m just saying, 
“Whatever you do, put this in the 
mix.’” 

Cutright also referred to the plans 
for a theater and retail complex at 
the Del Norte BART station. 

“I don’t see how we’re going to

Brusatori questioned the num- 
ber of vehicles cited in the traffic 
study since she believes motorists 
avoid the intersection. 

She suggested that staff consider 
installing traffic signals timed to 
allow longer passage for Key mo- 
torists. : 

Council member Jane Bartke was 
concerned that the owner of one 
property to be affected by the 
marked curb had not yet been found, 
She was also concerned that five 
parking places would be lost if the 
spaces are painted red. 

“That bothers me,” she said. 
“That neighborhood is so impacted 
by BART parking as it is.” 

Bartke did comment on 
Brusatori’s suggestion, noting that 
the installation of traffic signals 
would be “very expensive.” 

(Struve later estimated their cost 
at about $100,000, as opposed to 

the $1,000 needed to install two 
new stop signs.) 

Mayor Norma Jellison shared her 
own familiarity with the intersec- 
tion. She said it is common for 
people to come over the crest 
southbound and slow down “to 
avoid the bump.” Adding a stop 
sign, she believes, “is only asking 
for rear-enders.” 

Mayor pro tem Norman La Force 
said he shared his fellow council 
members’ concern and agreed that 
people should be given more time 
to look at the proposal and to con- 
sider possible solutions. 

The proposal will be reconsid- 
ered atone of the May council meet- 
ings (as yet undetermined). In the 
meantime, staff has been asked to 
provide the council with further in- 
formation.
